of the 1995 hurricane season

I got my invitation today for 
the 1996 National hurricane 
Conference; This year’s con- 
ference will be held in Orlan- 
do in early April. 

It's hard to believe it's that. 
time of year again-time to 
start thinking about tropical 
storms and hurricanes. After 
all, most of us still have 
nightmares about the 1995 
season. y r 

Last year was the second 
busiest period on record - 19 
tropical storms and eleven 
hurricanes. Florida was 
struck by four storms last 
year - Allison, Erin, Jerry and 
Opal. 

Still, something good did 
come out of 1995's season of 
Storms: knowledge about hur- 
ricanes. With so many storms 
to study, scientists and 
researchers have been learn- 
ing a lot more about the most 
powerful storm on earth. 

Take Hurricane Opal, for 
example. À new study by the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection reveals that more 
homes and businesses were 
damaged or destroyed by the 
storm surge from Opal than 
by all other coastal storms in 
Florida combined since 1975. 

“Ogal's damage resulting 
from coastal flooding and ero- 
sion exceeded that of Hurri- 
cane Andrew, Hurricane 
Eloise and other severe 
Storms іп recent years", the 
report said. 

Opal, packing winds of 150 
mph, hit the panhandle on 
October 4. It produced over $3 
billion dollars in damage 
making it the worst hurricane

to strike the United States 
since Hurricane Andrew in 
1992. 

However, unlike Andrew, 
most of Opal's damage was 
caused by water-especially a 
storm surge of 12 to 15 feet 
above sea level. The study 
says that 538 homes, 314 mul- 


tifamily dwellings and 139. 


other structures were severely 
damaged or destroyed. 

This report is a reminder 
that it's the water of a hurri- 
cane, not the wind, that caus- 
es the most damage. 

That same water is the rea- 
son most people die in a hur- 
ricane. Nine out of ten per- 
sons who are killed by a tropi- 
cal system drown in the storm 
surge and flooding. At least, 
that's the way is used to be. 

Thanks to weather satel- 
lites, Doppler radar and the 
professionals at the National 
Hurricane Center, we now 
have plenty of time to get out 
of the way of an advancing 
hurricane. A new study by the 
Center for Disease Control 
says that more people die 
after the hurricane is gone 
than from the actual storm 
itself.

In 1989, Hurricane Hugo 
slammed into South Carolina 
producing over $8 billion dol- 
lars in damage. Yet, only 13 
people died in the storm. 
Another 22 lives were‘lost 
after the storm was gone. 

The story was much the 
same during hurricane 
Andrew. 14 deaths were 
directly attributable to 
Andrew’s high-winds and 
flooding. Yet, another 18 lives 
were claimed after Andrew 
had dissipated. 

“It shows that people have 
got the message when the 
storm is immediately over- 
head", Wasley said. “But, 
they're not aware of the haz- 
ards after the storm has 
passed." 

The CDC study recommends 
that emergency safety offi- 
cials focus public warnings on 
the dangers before, during 
and after hurricanes. 

At times last year, it seemed 
like the hurricane season was 
never going to end. Ironically, 
so many storms may have 
been good for us. The more we 
know about these monsters 
the better off we'll be.

Last week, the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, in an 8-3 deci- 
sion, struck down a state law 
banning doctor-assisted suicide. 
The court, in effect, created a 
niew "right" to assisted suicide 


and based its decision on the - 
abortion "right" established in 
Roe v. Wade. This decision will 
ultimately be as important as 
Roe. 

Experts believe that the right. 
to assisted suicide issue is 
inevitably headed to the 
Süpreme Court, along with spe- 
cial rights for homosexuals, gay 
marriage and a host of similar 
issues. And, guess what? The 
odds are overwhelming that 
those opposed to these ideas will 
lose these cases 5 to 4. We will 
lóse because of justices like Ruth 
Baden Ginsburg, Steven Breyer 
and David Souter, who were 
appointed virtually without 

from conservatives by 
two separate administrations. 
Not once did social conservatives 
put up the kind of fight that lib- 
erals always wage. Thus, the law 
will change, not because these 
ideas are right, but because the 
decision will be handed to us by 
a liberal judiciary. 

Nowhere in our country is the 
9th Circuit decision more rele- 
vant than here in Florida. With- 
in the last month, a suit funded 
by the ACLU and the Hemlock 
Society!was filed in Palm Beach 
County challenging a 128 year 
old Florida law making it a 
felony to help ancther commit 
suicide. The suit is based on 
Florida's privacy amendment. 

There is a core question here 
that pro-family and economic 


conservatives have to answer. 
3What will we gain if we lower 


*taxes and reduce the size of gov- 


ernment but still live in a court. 
where one out of three babies is 
aborted, the elderly are being 
killed in the name of mercy, and 
homosexual unions are accepted 
as normal and equivalent to the 
marriage of a man and a wom- 
an? 

If we tolerate this without 
objection, we will have tolerated 
the loss of what has made Amer- 
ica a unique experiment in 
human history. We will have lost. 
the ability to say we are a nation 
under God with the God given 
ability to discern right from 
wrong and truth from error. 

As individuals, we need to get 
serious about these issues imme- 
diately. We need to understand 
them and to encourage our lead- 
ers to do so, as well. We need to 
be able to articulate what we 
believe and why we believe it, 
rather than succumbing to intel- 
lectual laziness in the name of 
toleration. These are divisive 
issues now, but eventually our 
society will either reject them as 
wrong or accept them as the 
(norm, Through the process of 
vigorous &nd-open public debate 
by informed individuals, we have 
the ability to over come our mis- 
takes. But these are life or death 
issues for our nation.

Whenever you're storing 
your boat and trailer for sever- 
al months at a time, it's impor- 
tant to do the job right or, you 
may encounter problems when 
you put the rig back in service. 

Here are some storage tips 
from the Mariner boating 
authorities: 5 

1. If possible, store your 
boat/trailer rig in a protected 
spot, such as your garage or a 
shed. ^ ? 

2. If the rig has to be 
exposed to the elements, put a 
snug, but not air-tight, boat 
cover on it. 

3. Loosen tie-down straps 
and winch line to prevent hull 
distortion in the event the 
lines shrink. 

4. Make sure the boat is 
resting properly on the hull 


supports. 

5. Jack up the trailer and 
place blocks under the frame; 
this will take the weight off the 
trailer tires and springs. 

6. Repack bearings with 
grease, or re-fill lubricating oil- 
type hubs: Lubricate moving 
parts such as'rollers, winch, 
etc. 

7. Inspect for loose nuts 
and bolts in the trailer frame. 
Tighten. 

8. Elevate the trailer 
tongue slightly so that water 
can drain out of the boat (don't 
forget to remove the drain plug 
if your boat has one). 

9. Look over the owner's 
guide which came with your 
trailer. See if you've forgotten 
anything. 

10. Relax and look forward to 


Commission passes 


new fishing 


regulations 


for South Florida 


New largemouth bass fish- 
ing regulations for Lake Okee- 
chobee and south Florida were 
recently passed by the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission, and will become 
effective July 1, 1996, 

Anglers in south Florida will 
have a daily bag limit of five 
largemouth bass with only one 
fish 14-inches or greater in 
length, said Frank Morello, 
GFC Everglades regional fish- 
ery biologist. 

This will replace the current 
regulation which requires all 
five bass to be at least 14-inch- 
es long. Morello said the 
change is really a "fine tuning" 
of the old regulation which 
became effective in 1992. 

The rule will apply to all 
waters south of a line running 
from the south bank of the St. 
Lucie River estuary west along. 
thé St. Lucie Canal, and then 
south around the lake on U.S. 
441, and then following State 
Route 80 to the west coast. 

"The new regulation will 
encourage the taking of small 
fish which are abundant, easy 
to replace, make better table 
fare, and contain lower levels 
of mercury," Morello said. "The 
new regulation should result 


in more large bass in the popu- . 


lation." 
* "At the same time the regu- 
lation should result in the 


catch-an-release of larger fish 
which are few in number and 
hard to replace,” he said. "And, 
most of the smaller fish are 
male, and don't normally grow 
to trophy size, around six 
pounds,” 

Morello said that Lake 
Okeechobee will also have new 
bass regulations effective July 
1. The new rule creates a pro- 
tective slot limit of 13- to 18- 
inches, and only one fish more 
than 22-inches long. 

"This regulation is a differ- 
ent approach to achieving the 
same objective of more large 
bass," Morello said. "The slot 
will protect bass for approxi- 
mately two years of growth. 
Most bass will enter the slot at 
one pound, eight ounces and 
leave at around three pounds, 
eight ounces." 


Morello said the new regula, i 


tion will give bass in Lake 
Okeechobee the opportunity to 
grow into "bigger, better fish.” 
He said the potential to grow 
larger bass in Lake Okee- 
chobee is’ possible because it 
has an abundant prey base of 
shad, bream, and mullet. 

In addition, a possession 
limit of one black bass over 24- 
inches will go into effect at 
Farm 13, including Stick- 
marsh, and for the S.N. 
Knight Tract in Indian River 
County.
